Not Just a Phone 

Whyyou needto know about Apple’s iPhone—even ifyou won’t be buyingone 


F or lliL’ Sjocoiid linit this yc;ir, wo 
Ii 3 ve put a phone on the cover of' 
Mtinu'dcfri. We know that this will 
lead niaiiiy of you to wonder wliat the 
heck is wrong with us. After alL the let- 
lers will point oiiL tJiis isn't 
is ii? 

No. it's not But then Apple's iPhone 
is not just a phone, either. It's also a 
full-featured iPod arid-—more impor¬ 
tantly lor M^icnwrifJ readers—the small¬ 
est Mac ever. The iPhone might weigh 
less than five ounces and rely on a 
revoUitiunary new totich-screen iitter- 
facG, but it runs OS X. When you 
hrowse the Web oii it. you're using the 
same WebKit technology that drives 
Safari on your Mac* 

That's not the only Mac connection, 
of course, rhe iPhoire is an important 
addition to the list of products you can 
attach to your Mac. And unlike niost 
phones, which retiuire add-on software 
to sync w ith Macs, the iPhotre dia^ctly 
integrates with ffunes. Safari. iCal. and 
the rest of Mat OS X. 

The New, New Thing 

The original Macintosh changed the 
world by relying on a mouse to move a 
cursor around a graphical computer 
interface* The iPhone does it one bet¬ 
ter; When you slide your finger across 
the iPhone’s screen, the photo, Web 
page, or e-mail message, or whatever 
else that screen is displaying, moves 
along with your touch , as If you were 
moving an actual, physical obiect. The 
iPhone lias no cursor because your fin¬ 
ger fi tile pointer. 

There's no telling wdiether the 
iPlioire's toncii-screen interface will 
find its way into other products. I 
wouldn't expect Mac OS X 10.6 to throw' 
out 25 years of Interface development. 
But the iPhone is so innovative that I 
find it hard to believe it'll have no spin¬ 
offs. It's entirely possible tliat Apple's 
innovations in the world of small 
devices will end up leading to related 
innovations on the Mac side. 



Early reviewers 
were shocked— 
shocked!—to find 
that the iPhone 
had flaws. 

I also wouldn't be surprised to see 
more devices pow'ereti by OS X that 
aren't MaCJ^ as we know them today* It's 
easy to imagine, for example, a laptop 
that’s more Full-featured than an iPhone 
(offering a bigger screen and a real key¬ 
board, say) but still much smaller than a 
Mac Book, The iPhone and (to a lesser 
extent) the Apple TV have shown that 
OS X can he crammed into tiny Ixiws, 
Til a I could mean tinier Macs, 

In any event, as a magazine fbarsed 
on e\'er>'tiling Apple — not just the Mac 
bnt also ttie i Pod, die Apple TV, and now 
the iPhone — iVftn:twrJd will continue to 
keep you up-to-date on ewrytliiiig the 
company does. Even if you’re not inter¬ 
ested in owning an iPhone, the prodiEct 
is important enough to the Mac's Future 
that you should keep tabs on it. (Our ne\v 
iPhone Central blog —iphone.mac^rld 
.com^is a good place to do so.) 

The Backlash Begins 

In the weeks leading up to the iPhone's 
launch, I frequently read that Apple 
was "overhyping" the phone, tn fact* I 
think that Apple w'as pretty' restrained. 


After annuuneing the iPhone back in 
lannary, the company let tlie hype- 
storm build naturally. Trust me, ifcom- 
panies coitld simply buy the kind of 
attention the iPhone received before its 
release, they would- Hie iPhone attract¬ 
ed that attent'ion on Its own. 

However, anytime expectationntn 
so high, there's bound to be a backlash. 
In the iPhone's case, it began within a 
few days of the release. Early reviewers 
Weft* shocked'—shDckcxh—to find that 
the iPhone had flaws. And such reviews 
have continued in the weeks since* 

You'll find my review of the iPhone 
at the end of this issue's iPhone story 
("Meet the iPhone." page No, 1 
don't think the device is perfect. While 
the iPhone is a revolutionary product 
with huge potential, it's also a '‘version 
i.o” product w'ith plenty of weaknesses 
and missing features. 

Writing a review' like this makes 
me sympathize with movie critics who 
bridle at aw'aiding a star rating to a 
movie. As useful as those stars (or in 
our case, mice) are to readers, trying to 
reduce your judgment about a film (or 
a comple,x product) to a number is in 
many ways futile. How am I supposed 
t(} reduce a product like the iPhone to 
a number between one and tive.^ 

In the end, we settled on a rating that 
honors the iPhone as a remarkable new 
product with some room for grow'di 
and improvement. 

We’re counting on seeing plenty' of 
such growth and improvement. Apple 
expects to continuously add features to 
the iPhone through software updates. 
(And 1 don't doubt that updated hard- 
wdR^ is already in the pipeline.) My bet 
is that the IPliones being bought today 
will be much improved just six montlis 
f rom now; the burden is on Apple to 
make it happen. Q

Launch brings out crowds all over the country 


P c'tc' J<,'nsen taint* to the* Apple 
Store in Arlington, Virginia, 
with an iPod, a PDA. and a cdl 
phojre. He was hoping to leave with 
just an iPhone, 

“Today, I’ve got three things in my 
pocket.” lensen said while waiting in 
line. “Tomorrow^. Ill have one,” 
lensen was hardly the only person 
w ith that plan. From toast to coast, the 
covetous and the curious stood in line 
at Apple Stores and AT&T retail outlets 
so that they could be among the first to 
lay their hands on Apple's new iPhone 
w’hen it went on sale at 6 p.nu local 
time on Friday. |unc 29. 

Line siz.es varied from place to 
plate—in Arlington, the line outside 
the outdoor shopping center easily 


toppt'd 100 pec5ple long before the 
Apple Store reopened at 6 p.n. {stores 
closed earlier in the day to prepare For 
the launch, and they stayed open until 
midnight). At the Apple Store in the 
Washington Square Mall in Tigard, 
Oregon, roughly 50 people were in 
line three hours before the iPhone's 
launch; only f ve people w^ere waiting 
at a nearby AT&T Store. Lawn chairs 
were a much-needed accessor)' for 
those waiting in long iPhone lines. 

Why Wait in Line? What drove the 
majority of people to queue up in front 
of a store for a de^'icc that they could 
order online? For many, it was the 
promise of something belter than what 
ttiey have now. |ason Miller,an environ¬ 
mental engineer from Arlington* Vir¬ 


ginia. w^as looking to upgrade from his 
Treo, which he said “does eveiything 
about half as well as it should." 

For a lucky fe^v came the fleering glory 
of being first in line For the phone. In 
Arlington, that honor went to Kevin 
Tovvson, a police officer from the Wash¬ 
ington, D,C.. area who got off bis sliift 
and hired up for the iPhone at 9 p.m. on 
June z8. Towson said that he was look¬ 
ing forward to plugging tlic iPlione in 
and syncing up his iTunes library', after a 
nighr with only two hours of sleep. 

The first Uvo people in line at the 
Danbury', Connecricut, Apple Store 
were 28-year-old Giovanni Staring! and 
22-year-old Oren Krinsky. Scaring!, who 
is from Orange County, New York, but 
goes to graduate school in Bridgeport, 
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Connecticut, arrived at the store at 
around 5 a.rii. Friday determined to be 
the first person in tlte iPhone line. 

Krinsky, svho arrived about hvo hours 
later than Scaring! and still got the 
number-two spot in line, made a pact 
with Scaringi to satdguard each other's 
spot when one of them needed to head 
out for a bathroom or food break. 

When asked how niatiy iPhones 
they'd be purchasing—Apple Stores 
allowed each person to buy two 
iPbones. while ATiiT stores liniited 
each buyer to one—bodi Scaringi and 
Krinsky^ said that they were getting only 
one.'"[ want it lor personal use. at^d I 
paid a S200 Ft^ to Nexlel in order to get 
out of my contract," said Scaringi, 

San Francisco At the San praudsco 
Apple Store on Stockton Street, mar 
ketiTig prtjfessional jerry Taylor wa^ 
first in line. Taylor, who'd been in line 
since 10 a.m. Timrsdayt boptd to show^ 
his boss, a blackberry user, how much 
better the iPhone is. 

Other than getting an i Phone belore 
everyone else, the first person in line 
gets another Ix-nefit—he or she also 
gets a share of media attention. 'laylor 
said tliat he'd been interv^iewed more 
times than he could count. 

An hour iTefore the Apple Store 011 
Stockton Street crpened its doors, 
about 400 people were lined up, with 
the line snaking around the store for 
tw'o-and'adialFblocks. At spot 153, 
Philippe Bartoszevvkz of San Fran* 
cisco waited his titm. ‘Tve said the 
reason Tin here !s because I'm going 
on a trip in a few days and want it 
with me. But really, it's because 
I'm obsessed," he said, “ [ didn't 
realize 1 w^as obsessed until people 
started asking questions about it, 
and I knew all the answersT 

As people amassed in front oftlie 
Apple Store, there was a shorter line 
a stone’s throw' away, at one of the 
ATiiiT stores in dow7itown San 
Francisco. Roughly two dozen 
people were waiting in line late Fri¬ 
day afternoon, with 23-year-old 
pliotojournalisni student Amanda 
Rybarezy^k and zj-year-old 
]. Martin holding down tlie 
first two positions. Neither 
planned to use tlie phone 
they were waitiiig to buy: 


both were looking to sell ttieir phones 
on eBay. 

''1 really do want the phone at some 
point," Rybarezyk said*’ but I want to 
wait for updates. Besides, we re college 
kids, hard up For cash, and it’s be tter 
than selling blood." 

Ryan Overdevest, a zz-year'Cild stu¬ 
dent on a summer internship at an 
equity research firm, was third in line 
at the ATitl’ Store. Unlike Rybarezyk 
and Martin, Overdevest wasn’t plan- 
ning on selling the iPhone he was tJicrc 
to buy. but he wasn't planning on using 
it, either, "‘I would love to have it for 
my'selF, but 1 canT allbrd it," he said. 
“I'm here for my boss. Fie sent me here 
as soon as I got in." Overdevest showed 
Up for Work at & a.m, Friday morning: 
he was in line 30 minuies later,

after six, the store let people in, and 
Apple employees lined either side of 
the stairs, dapping and cheering. 

New Vork City At the Apple Store in 
the SoHo section of New York City, 
there was a carnival-hke atmosphere 
throughout the afternoon. The mood 
built to a clima.x, witli a crowd of hun¬ 
dreds counting down from five right 
before 6 p,m* 

Atnid w hoops and hollers, movie 
dirc'ctor Spike Lee was the first to walk 
into the store, saying he was there for 
charity. A brooklyn, New York-based 
charity^ called Keep a Child Alive 
grabbed that first place in line earlier in 
the vveek, using its position to publicize 
its plans to auction an iPhone on eBay 
and Use the money far charity. 

Actress Whoopi Goldberg was sec¬ 
ond in line, Wheti asked vvhat she was 
doing tiiene, she commented on the 
media crowding arotind her. saying. "I 
don't re,illy know at this point" When 
asked whether she was going to buy a 
phone, she said yes* 

At the flagship Apple Store on Kiftli 
Avenue, the line of would-be iPhone 
buyers stretched down Madison 
Avenue and then went around the 
block: all told, the line went for about 
a quarter of a mile* 

But it wasn't just iPhone shoppers 
who gatliered at the Fifth Avenue store: 
reporters from NBC, ABC, CNN, and 
Fox Nevvs also were on hand. Tort 
Tintf,'; jand former .Mftrii'urldj columnist 
David l^ogue was going frenn section to 
section in the line, getting people to 
;■ sing alxiut the iPhone to the tune of 
popular songs. 

King of Prussia Roughly yo min¬ 
utes before the iPhone launch, 
more than 100 people waited in line 
at the Apple Store in the King of 
Pnissia Mall outside Philadelphia. 
Stephanie Haas of Lafayette Hill, 
Pennsv'lvania, w'as one of the first 
people in line at 7 a.ni. Friday, when 
mall stoies had not even opened yet, 

‘'J wanted to guarantee I would 
gel an iPhone today, but I wasn't look¬ 
ing to be first in line," Haas said.

“Apple is letting the iPhone sell 
itself^—that shows a high It'vel of confi- 
detice." says Grt?engari. '' ntere are 
other products on the market that are 
cool but they aren't Fun. The iPhone is 
cool and fun.'" 

But at the end of the day, the cool fac¬ 
tor goes only so far. What people w ill 
expect is a phone that can handle all the 
calls, e-mails. SMS messaging, and 
Web surfing that the>' do during the

“Is this device going to be tire w^ork- 
horse that pmple expt^T?" asks Mark 
Donovan, senior analyst at M:Metiics, 
a mobile-industry^ research firm, ‘'Tlie 
iPhone is one of the biggest technical 
challenges the company has ever 
faced." But he adds, “1 have 3 hard time 
believing fobs would state a number he 
wouldJi't blow through." 

Michael Gartenberg, vice president 
and research director at Jupiter Research, 
agrees.

all cylinders, that may be a 
ver>' low number.'' And so 
far, he says, “Apple has really 
met expectations and deliv'ered 
the product tliey promiscxl 
to dediver.'* 

Some Hiccups Using an 
iPhone requires activating it 
with AT&T dimugli Apple's 
iTunes application. Although 
that process went smoothly 
for many people who bought 
the iPhone as soon as it went 
on sale, others vveR-n't so 
Iticky, Some people encoun¬ 
tered problems with the activation 
process, leaving them without a phone 
number ibr longer than expecRtl. 

But Gartenbc^rg sees this as itievitable 
with such a high-volume rollout. '’‘Iliis is 
a new process, but most of it was 
]because] yoLi had 5.00.000 people trying 
to activate their iPhoties over one w^eek- 
end." he says. “ Hi ere is a certain fhistra- 
lion when you spend S600 fora device 
and want (to| use it right away, but it's 
not going to happen all the time,'' 

Tire features that the iPhone lacks con¬ 
stitute another potential roadblock on the 
way to Jobs's goal of 10 million. Apple 
can add sotne featLires with sofhvare 
updates: other shortcomings may liave to 
wait for the next version of the iPhone. 

How ever. Hoss Rubins di rector of 
industry' analysis for consumer teclmob 
ogy at llie NPD Group, doesn’t see that 
as a huge deal. “Some things like 5G 
seem like a natural to add."" he says. 

“but all told, out of the gate it can still 
do a lot of things that many other 
devices on the market cannot." ©

No Virtualization for 
Vista Home—Again 

Microsoft still won’t change OS license 


W hen Microsoft released its 
ne\v Msta operating system 
sharp-eyed CListomers 
noticed tltat Vista's End User Licensing 
Agreement jtULA) ^stated that 
Microsoft wotdd n't let users ntn the 
Home and Home Premium 
editions—the entry-level ver¬ 
sions—ol'lhe OS Linder vir' 
tnali^arion on the Mae. So 
Mac users who waitted to 
run tire latest version of 
\Viiido%\'s alongside OS X on 
their Inld-hised Macs— 
using Parallels EX’sktop or 
VMWare Fusion, foresam- 
pU'—would need to pur' 
chase the more espensive Vista 
Business, Ultiniale. or Enterprise in 
order to comply with the licensing 
agreetnent [Boot Camp is not consid’ 
ered virtualisation, and is eJiempt From 
those conditionsj. 

During a meeting with Motneorfd in 
fune, Microsoft said that it had changed 
its decision and. due to customer R^’d- 
back. it would change the EULA to allow 
virtualisation of the low-end Vista prod¬ 


ucts as well. ’’We are always listening to 
the coninuinity' with regards to licens¬ 
ing." said Scott Woodgate, director of the 
Windows Vista team, at the time* "'Secu¬ 
rity is still a concern, but sve aa^ enabling 
the customer to make that choice." 

But just before making a 
public announcement, the 
Company reverted to its orig¬ 
inal. more-restrictive posi¬ 
tion.

One of the blind spots, so to speak, of 
Mac OS X’s Spotlight search technol¬ 
ogy is text-clipping Files.

Icons 31 h rough 5 on 
the iPhone's Home screen are dedicated 
to Photos,Camera,and YouTube, Here's 
aquick rundown ofwhat to expect when 
you tap on each one. 

Photos The (Phone can sht3w

The iPhone doesn't copy the images in 
their original form to the iPhone; in stead, 
it formats the image to the right size and 
resolution for th e best disp lay on your 
pho ne. This takes very little ti me—per¬ 
haps a couple of m i n utes fo r a th 0 usan d 
images.Once iTunes has optimized an 
image for the iPhone, it won't need to 
agai n, so f utu re syncs wi II sk ip t h is step 
fo r already optimized images. 

When looking at photos on the iPhone, 
you can view a full-size version o f a pa rt icu- 
br i mage by tappi ng once on it. In this fulF 
sc reen m ode.you can move to the next or 
previous image simply by swipingyour fin¬ 
ger to the left or r^ht, respeaively. Hdd 
your iPhone hQfironially,and die images 
willoiienttherriselvesthat way. too-- i t's a 
great way to view landscape images in 
their proper context 

Camera Like many mobile 
phones, the iPhone sports a 
built-in camera It wonY make 



you ditc h your DS LR—or your point-and- 
s hooK, for t hat matter— a rytime soo n, 
Thez-megapKel camera comes without a 
zoom feature or a flash; it takes images at 
i,2oo-by-i.600-pixel resolution;and pro¬ 
vided t hat you've got pfen ty of a mbi ent 
l^t, the photos are pretty good.

The playbac k contro Is are the sa me as 
the con tro Is fo r video playback, wi th two 
excepttons;on the left side of the play- 
back controls is a bookmarks icon that 
lets you add the curre n Ely playi ng vi deo 
to your list of bookmarks; on the right is 
an e-mail icon for sending the VouTu be 
video's URL to your friends. 

Note that YouTube'S entire catalog is 
not available, in the past. YouTube 
encoded its videos with Flash. Flash play¬ 
back is not suppo rted on the iPho n e. 
VouTu be is in the p rocess of co nverting 
its content to the H.Z64 format, which will 
be playable on the iPhone and the Apple

MAIL 

As w'lth Safari, Apple has 
taken OS X’s Mail applica¬ 
tion and slimmed it dow^n 
for the iPhone. .Although 
Mail on die iPhone pales in 
comparison to the 
version on your Mac 
(it's ni].ssing some 
features^, it's quite 



impressive compared with the e-niail 
clients on most phones. 

Setup When you first set Ltpyour 
iPhone, iTiuies will ask wlicther you 
want to transfer you resisting Mail 
accounts to tlie iPlione* If you opt not to. 
then when you first open Mail—or if you 
ever tap on the Add Account button iti 
Mail's settings (accessible via tlie 
iPhone's Settings icon)—you'll set* a 
screen with brge burtons for Yahoo Mail. 
Gniaih .Mac, AOL, and Other, lap on 
one of the first four buttons, and you'll 
fill in a name, an e-mail address, a pass- 
ward. and a description of the accau nt* 
Tap on Save, and Mail autoniaHcally fills 
in all the other nett'Ssary settings. 

Browsing Mail To read and send 
e-mail, tip an the Mail button on die 
iPhone's Horne screen. If you haveimth 
tiple accounts, you’ll see a list of thern 
on the Accounts screen, tn your Inbox, 
you'll sw a preview' of each message: 
the sender, tlie time sent, the SLtbjccl, 
and a few lines uf text [the number of 
lines depends on your Mail settings);

You can quickly delete a message with 
a swipe ofyoLir fingertip.

individually. 

J f a message includes an 
image as an attachment, you 
can view it right on the screen. 
You can view^ Microsoft Word 
and Excel. PDF, and plaiiiTexl 
attachments (although you 
can't edit them) in a viewing 
window' that appears when 
you tap on the attachment. 

Send!ng E-malt When 
you tap on tJie Reply icon 
at the bottom of an open 
message, up slides a win¬ 
dow giving you these 
options: Reply, Reply 
All, Forward, or Can¬ 
cel. When you tap 
oil the N'evv Message 
icon, you can man- 
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Like OS X 10.4, the iPhone’s Home screen features widgets, 
which are small applications that prog'i de usel u I f u nctio ns. 

Here's how they work. 

Calculator The iPhone’s Calculator wfdget gives 
you the basic tools of most entry-level calculators; the 
four math operators and the ability to store one num¬ 
ber i ft memory, T he d ispfey is I imited CO nine digits, and t here^ no 
comma to separate longnumbers^ making them somewhat hard 
to read- What Calculator does offer ts simplicity: just press the 
on-screen numbers and mac hematical operators to solve what¬ 
ever mathematical problem you're wrestling with, If necessary, 
you can use the memory keys to store, add to, and subtract from 
th e Calc u I ator’s one’ n u m ber memory. 

Notes The main Notes screen, used for jotting 
things down, looks like a piece of yellow ruled writing 
paper, and the only button on the screen is a plus sign 
a t the cop righ t, for adding a new note. To edit a note, jus t cap 
once OFT the note's body; the IPhone's keyboard will appear.

SMS 

Like most phones these days, the 
iPhone includes an SMS (Short Mes¬ 
sage Service! feature that lets you send 
text messages and receive them from 
other mobile device-s. 

Sending and Receiving ivtessages 
Tap on the Text button cm the Home 
screen, and then tap on the New Mes¬ 
sage icon. Enter the recipient’s mobile 
number, or tap on the plus-sign icon to 
choose an existing contact. (If you do 
the latter, be sure you choose the con¬ 
tact's mobile number, or else your mes¬ 
sage won't go anv'where.) Type your 
message and then tap on Send. 

Te.xt opens a screen that looks nearly 
identical to an iChat window on your 
Mac. Your message to the recipient, and 
any subsequent messages you send to 
that person, appear in iChat-]ike bal¬ 
loons on tlie r ight side; any replies 
appear on the left side in balloons of a 
dilferent color. 



Text keeps your entire SMS con versa- 
tion with the other perj^oii presened in 
a single screen you can scroll through, 
‘This conversation window is presen^^d 
over multiple conversations, so you can 
see all nie.ssages to and From a single 
recipient, even if they’re days, weeks, or 
even months apart. 


MAPS 

Of al] the Internet-enabled programs 
packed onto the iPhone, its mapping 
tool maybe the most impressive. 

VtowmgMaps Tap on Maps on the 
Home sctoen, and you’ll see a minia¬ 
ture version of Google Maps. Type 
an address or another query in the 
search held at the top of tiie screen, 
and then tap on Search to display a 
Google map with the results, dis¬ 
played as one or more pushpins, 
Douhle-tap to zoom in: tap witli two 
fingers at once to zoom out. Drag¬ 
ging your finger around the 
screen repositions the map. A 
traffic button—with an appro¬ 
priate car icon—displays live, 
col or-coded trafTc information, 
although only for major roads 
in or near major cities. 

You can also search for busi¬ 
nesses. or even types of busi¬ 
nesses, by entering the 
search term and a city and 
state or zip code. For 
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example, to find a doughnut shop near 
the Apple campus, ^-ou could t)^^' 
doughnut Cupertino and then tap on 
Search; the result is a map of the area 
with nearby doughnut shops displayed. 
Tap on the List button at the bottom of 
the screen to view 3 list of rdi matches, 
sorted b>‘ distance.

HEFTING THE HARDWARE 

While ifs as wide and as high as a fulb 
size iPod, the iPhone is shockingly 
thill — less than halfan inch. Yet the 
iE^hone doesrft feel fragile, Ifs heavy 
enough to feel suhstantiaL 

As our colleagiMf.s at PC World have 
shown ^see the video at mac^vorld.ccim 
2947), the iPhone seems resistant to 
scratches and drops. Tins is not to say 
that the iPhone is completely impervi¬ 
ous to wear and lean Because of its 
toudi-screen interface, die iPhone’s 
screen collects Hiigerprints, Though 
you w^oii't notice smudges under most 
lighting conditions, you'll waiit to clean 
the screen regularly with the cloth that 
Apple provides i n every box. 

The screen is excellent: big, bright, 
and bigh-resolutioii (]‘ 5 o dots per 
inch|i. Digital photosand videos look 
gorgeous, icons are nice and bright, 
and text looks as if it had been printed 
on paper rather than drawn with pixels 
on the screen. 


The iPhones stereo earbuds sound 
good and include an inline micro¬ 
phone that doubles as a music con- 
trailer. Unforiutiattly, because the 
iPhone's headphone jack is slightly 
recessed, standard third-party head¬ 
phones may not Fit. 

Also disappointing is the iPhone’s 
limited support lor Bluetooth. You 
should be able to use a bluetooth w'ire- 
less headset with the iPhone, witliout 
much trouble, but die iPhone doesn't 
currently support Pluetooih stereo head¬ 
phones. nor can it pair with j^iur Mac, 

Apple has claimed that the iPhone's 
batleiy will pra'h.'ide up to eiglit hours of 
talk tirrie. six haursof Internet use. seven 
hoitrs of videxi playback. 24 hours of 
audio playback, and 350 hours of 
standby time. Our initial testing indi¬ 
cates that you should get i^Qmethi^g 
clase to tiiat. In audio-playback mode, for 
example, we got from 16 to 20 hours. 
Well continue our testing; stay tuned to 
^■tac^vo^]d-Com to see what lit^d out, 

THE VIRTUAL KEYBOARD 

Becau-se of its s aeen, the i Phone pro¬ 
vides a tactile experience. Instead of 
dragging a scroll bar or clicking a mouse, 
you move through screens with a combi¬ 
nation of taps, flicks, and other finger 
gestures. And when you iux%t to input 
text, a tiny virtual keylxiard automatically 
slides up from tlie bottom of the screen. 

While I can't speak for accomplished 
thumb-tj'pists (having never been one 
myselfj, I think most users ivill find that 
the keyfonard is just fine. It does take 
some getting used to. iiow^ever. If you 
slowly tap on every single letter and 
painstakingly backspace to correct wrong 
ones, ymi w^ill nev^er be satisfied. But if 
you ignore your mistakes and keep on 
typing, the iPhone's autocorrecting tools 
will kick in. After a few hours of use, my 
finger was Hying over the keyboard, and 
I’m sure it was only roughly close to the 
correct letter most of the time. The 
iPhone correctly guessed what 1 meant to 
type, with remarkable consistency; 

[ do have one major complaint about 
the text-input interface: You can't select 
text, let alone copy, cut. or paste it. You 
miglit think that dragging your finger 
across text would select it. but tliat's the 
gesture you use to reposition the inser¬ 
tion point. 
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iPKOME CALLING 

WitJi all the attention tliat's been deTOtcJ 
to the iPhone's screen, it's easy lo fbi^et 
that ihe iPhone is also a phone—and a 
good one, too. 

When j-ou're on a call, tapping on the 
screen brings np six commands—Mute, 
Kevpad. Speaker, Hold, Contacts, and 
Add Call. That last eonmiatid can be con- 
fotittdiiig on other smartphones, bnt it's 
astonndingly simple on Apple's handset. 
Whether you've initiated or received a 
call, it's easy to put one caller on hold 
white yon contact another and then bring 
the three jor mate( of you together in a 
conference calf I do wish the iPhone had 
the kind oFc|uick-dial feature you find on 
utlier phones, which let yon map pardcii' 
lar buttons to frequently called contacts^ 
Ilte iPlione can't map contacts to but' 
tons it doestVt have, hut top contacts are 
still too many taps away, 

ONE-HANDED E-MAVL 


delivers the ‘‘real tntcriiel,'' not a 
dllnlbed-dow^l version designed for 
mobile phones. Tfic iPhoix‘'s version of 
Safari mostly delivers on tliat promise, 
Safari on tlie iPhoiK' feels like Salari 
on the Mac. Web pages load in full, 
scaled down to fit on die iPhone's screen. 
Loading those Web pages over a WUHi 
network felt abont as snappy as it did on 
my Mac, When i switched to Alii rs 
EDGE digital cellular network, things 
bogged down a bit, but it was usable. 
Still, there are some limitation to 
Safari on the iPhone, llie biggest is 
that it doesn't support Adobe Flash, 
perhaps die most commoii browser 
pUtg-in in t^jListence and the default tcHjI 
for viewing online videos. Tlie iPhone 
also can't stream Web audio or video in 
die Real or Windows Media formats. 

THE IPOD REBORN 

Hie il^hune is unlike any iPod weVe 
seen bedbrt'—but I'd guess that it's a lot

MACWORLD’S BUYING ADVICE 

In terms oFl>oth VlarihvaTeand software, 
the iPhone is truly a new ctvation, Sorrie 
of its drawbacks (such as its lack of 
instant-messaging, text-selection, and 
Flash supp£irt| could be addresst^ by 
software updates. Others (such as its 
lack of support fijr faster cellular net¬ 
works, and the absence of GPS capabili¬ 
ties} will havx' to wait for new hardware. 

But the iPhone’s positives vastly out¬ 
weigh its negatives. Cl's a Ijeautifid 
device with a gorgeous high-resolution 
screen and acarefiilly designed Inter¬ 
face. Its touch-screen keyboard will 
please all but the moat ardent Black- 
BeiT>' thumb typers, making it an excel¬ 
lent device for e-maii.

What’s the best price- 
comparison service? 

My two favorites are Shop^illa

Shopzilla's search fonctionality i-s 
excellent.

Google (1^) often finds better deals, but 
Shopzilla (right) is easier to use.

Google I^roducts is not as easy to use 
as Shopzilla, but if yon're willing to dig 
around, yoLi can fitid some great deals, 
for instance^ I was interested in a 
portable DVD player for rny kids, 'fhe 
best deal on Shopzilla (iiicUiding fcne 
and shipping) was $312.93. Google Brod- 
acts found a store selling the same item 
for 5^4.99. But after I filled in iny 
address in formal ion and selected tny 
method of payment, it tacked on a strip¬ 
ping charge of $29.99. ’ ^[inckly backi^ 
out and looked at wdiat else Google 
Products had turned tip.

How can I find out 
whether an online 
retailer is reputable? 


Most price-comparison services have 
merchant ratings 03 t their sites, but it 
doe.sn't hurt to also check an online 
store's report at Reseller Ratings 
(resellerratings.comji. Yon’ll not only 
see the store's scores (from 1 to 10) for 
prices, shipping and packaging, cus¬ 
tomer service, and returns, hut also be 
able to read firstliand reports from ars- 
tomers who've Tuade purchases from 
that online nrerchant.

Wlien you opeti a Word document in 
TextEdit, you will see text, and even 
tables, with their original formatting. 
However, TextEdit won't display graphs 
ics. footnotes, endnotes, headers, or foot* 
ers (see “From Word to TextEditIt 
w on't display tracked changes, but it will 
showf comments at die eiid of the doai* 
ment. And if the document contains a 
table of contents or any other linked or 
repeating text diat uses Word's field 
codes, you will see some strange nuni' 
bersand letters in die text (for example.

When you're done working on a 
document, select File: Save and choose 
from the options in the File Format 
pop'Up menu. Word Format is com¬ 
patible with Word 2004 and earlier on 
the Mac. and Word 2003 and earlier 
on Windows. Word XML Format is 
compatible with Word 2007 for Win- 
dows or later. Your Ix^st bet is often tile 
Rich Text Format (RTF) option, wdikh 
almost any word processorcan read. 

2 Create Tables 

Say you want to make a list of items 
you're selling on eBay, showing their 
names, conditions, and prices, as well 
as some notes for each item. You could 
format this information with tabs, but it 
won't look perfect, since tabs can float 
around when you edit the text. A table 
ensures that each section stay's in place, 
making the text easier to read and edit.

Lists keep you on track, Whetber 
your list h a breakdovvn of the day's 
tasks or the chapters ofa book, special 
formatting can make it easier to scan 
by organizing items and subitems. 
TextEdit offers sevei^l automatic list 
formats, and you can also create 
custom prefixes, suffixes I and more. 

First, make sure you're in Rich Text 
mode. Choose the Format menu; if you 
see Make Plain Text in that menu, then 
you're in Rich Text mode.

For instance, wdiat if you just want 
to see all otcurrences of your search 
string? Hold down the control key. 
and the Replace All button changes to 
Selt?ct All Click on this button, and 
TextEdit will highlight every occur¬ 
rence oF the text.

n tlic icjSoSh tlic cassette tape ruled. 
And wliik' the medium had its 
.'vhare of probieins—underwhelm¬ 
ing sound quality'H coiiistant rewindit^g 
and fast-forwarding.and the inevitable 
snag—it did pave the way for an entire 
generation of personali^ted inh; tapr-s.

Creating a playlist in Apple’s ffiines 
is easy, building a good one, however, is 
considerahly n^ore diflicult* By follow¬ 
ing 3 few simple strategies, you can 
make sure that your mix will be the hit 
of the part>c 

Building a Mood 

To create a great playlist, it helps to think 
like a Dj. “^rhe first and most important 
thing is to decide the ntocjd you ^vant to 
convey,” says San Francisco-based D] 
jason Knight, '‘"nien decide if it’s appro¬ 
priate for your audience," In other 
words, when >nuYe putting together a 
romantic mix for your siwetie, Jiustin 
'Tlinberlake's “VVTal Goes Around” (with 
its theme of karnric jusrice wrought 
upon a cheating ex) prol?ably strikes the 
wrong chord. 

So how do you create an appropriate 
playlist? Let's say you're throwing a 
casual dinner partv' Tor a few friends, 

" Begin by searching your library for 
music that creates a mood that’s uplift¬ 
ing, inviting, relaxing but not tired,” 
says Knight. ■'Generally you will want to 
keep the tempo down." Of course.

A good place to add mood 
metadata is in the Genre field, as this 
information is already^ subjective. And 
since you can enter nuiitiple words 
into this field, you need not remove pre- 
uiggcd categories such as \szz or Aller- 
riative & Punk. Simply lack on your ow n 
descriptor, such as Rela.xiiig or Energetic. 

Create the Playlist Once v'ou're done 
putting in your lags, you can easily locate 
tracks by mood. To find mellow tunes, 
for instance, go to your music library 
and type relaxing in iTunes' search 
field. This will reveal all the tracks you've 
tagged as Relaxitig, Select the ones you 
want, and tlien choose File: Create New 
Blayli.st From Selection to create a 
playlist. If the songs you tagged don’t 


appear, make sure the Genre column is 
Visible: right-click [or control-click) on 
the columns at top. and select Genre 
from the list. To build smart playlists 
based on mood, select File: New Smart 
Playlist, set the criteria to Genre Con¬ 
tains, and type yiouT tag in the text box. 


Keeping the Beat 

When yxiuhear D|s switch seamlessly 
from one track to another, odds are 
they've malclied the beats. D|s accom¬ 
plish this fo’ altering a track's tempo so 
that wlien one song ends and die next 
begins, the tempo doesn't chaarge, and 
everyone keeps dancing. An easier way 
to do this is to queue up multiple songs 
with the same or a similar number of 
beats per minute |bpm]. 

Sometimes you’]I find a track’s bpm 
count included in the metadata, but 
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more often you'll have to get it yourself. 
To starts check liPM Database.coiiin 
which features beat infbriiiatidii for 
more titan 20.000 songs. If your song 
isn't tliere, yuii'tl have to count beats. 
Doing so is easy, if somcwliat tedious. 
Use a bprn counter, such as Oatbit's 
free 1 1j li P M { rnac%vo r ld.com/2B52).. 

After you figure out a soitg's beat 
count, go to the Info tab pf-l) and ty^pe it 
in tlie Bl^M Held. Once you're rinished. 
yoit can create smart playlists based on 
tempo. For instance, you might want to 
make a high-energy mix featiiring songs 
with hpm counts ben^■een 120 and 140. 
To do that, create a ne\v smart playlist, 
set the parameters to bPM Is In dlie 
Katige. and enter the numbe^rs 120 and 
140 in tile appropriate fields. 

Getting Outside H^lp 

What with covin ting bt^ats and tagging 
songs, building a playlist can take a lot 
of time and effort. Luckily, plenty of 
free programs can help. Some are just 
good for inspiration; others will actually 
build a playlist for you. 

TheiTuncs Store if you tieLd some 
playlist ideas, look no further than the 
i funes Store, j Mixes [found by navigat¬ 
ing to the site's Music section and leak¬ 
ing under the More In Music header for 


iMi.\| are playlists created by your peers. 
Look at Top Rated or Most Recent 
mixes, or search for a particular genre 
or song, If you like an iMix. you can 
ofteii do\vidoad all the songs in one fell 
swoop by clicking on the Buy All Songs 
hutton, (Ifyou don’t see a Buy .All 
Songs button, yoLi can still buy indi%id- 
ual tracks.) And ifyou'd like to upload 
your own iMix, select one of your 
playlists in the iTunes Source list, click 
on llie arrow that appears to the right of 
its name, dick on Create iMLx, and fol¬ 
low the instruclions From there. 

If you don't find any iMixes lo your 
liking, go back to the Music section 
and check under the More In Music 
header for Celebrity Playlists and 
ITunes Hsseutials.

The concept of painting digitally is a 
strange one to most people.

Use the Art History Brush 

TIte Art History Brush is generally 
underutilized by most Photoshop users. 
It's a little quirky, but lots of fun (see 
■“One Photo. 'Tliree Ways'). 

First, select a photograph to which 
you would like to apply a painterly 
effect. Examine your photo for any 
problem areas. Perhaps there is debris 
on the street, a power line over a 
bucolic rural landscaper or an unnec¬ 
essary element that distracts from the 
central impact. If so, correct the.se 
problems in Photoshop before starring 
to paint. 

Add a New Layer Using the Art His¬ 
tory' Brush requires adding another 
layer [Layer: New: Layer) above the 
photograph and filling it w'ith white 
(Edit: Fill). Think of this layer as your 
sheet ofwatercolor paper, w'here you 
will deposit the paint. 

SoFect the Brush Select tlie Art His¬ 
tory Brush from the toolbar. It's iiested 


with the History' Brush and is easily 
identifiable b>' the distincti^ie cuflkue 
tO'p on the brush icon. Yois can modify' 
the tool frcjin the Options bar at the top 
of the screen, choosing from lots of dif¬ 
ferent brush strokes. Oneofrny favorites 
is Dab, found in the Styk menu. Start 
brushing on your white layer and see 
what effect you can achieve. For this 
esample. I used a bnish size of j2, 'I'he 
bigger the bnish >'ou use, theles-s 
detailed )'our image will be. Conversely, 
the tinier the bnish you use, the more 
detail yfoinvill achieve. 

OF course, it surt^ w'ould U* nice to 
see where you are painting in relation¬ 
ship to the photograph. No problem— 
just lower the opacity of the white layer 
to see through to the photograph. 

When yoiiTe done, simply return the 
layer's opacity to loo percent. 

Set the Blinding Mode Ifyou'diike 
to pull out a bit more detail from the 
underlying image, try setting the 
layer's Blending mode to Lighten. Tlie 
while areas of tlie paiiited layer will he 
Ignored, but the colored areas will 
interact with the photograph beneath 
that layer, yielding a bit more detail. 

EKperimonC Be sure to try out the 
various style offerings in the An His¬ 
tory' Brush repertoire. For cwample, set¬ 
ting tlie brush's Style to Tight Short and 
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its Size to 70 will give you a vcr>' differ* 
etit tfl’ecl. Aiidn of coursOn there is no 
rt asoji you can't combine various bnish 
strokes in the same piece by simply 
changti^g the stroke selected. 

Use the Pattern Stamp Tool 

Using the Pattern Stamp too! may seeni 
like a crazy way to make a painting, but 
it works. 

The drst order of business is. as 
usual, to get your photograph ready to 
make a painting. I took iny photograph 
of a lighthouse, for ejiample. an a 
gloomy day that was heavily o^vercast, 
with a light rain. The pliotc] certainly 
wasn't wry promising. In Photo-shop. I 
lightened the image using Curves and 


merit a little. For niy painting. I started 
with a brush that gave me wet edges. I 
also selected, the options for Aligned 
and Impressionist in ttie Pattcni 
Stamp’s Options bar. 

Begin painting with the Pattern 
Stamp brush, using the original photO' 
graph as your selected pattern. You 
should get a blurry, stroked ike effect* 
Continue to biiild up your brush 
strokes. You will see that the color 
builds up after repeated applications. 1 
like the messy edges, but that Is your 
artistic choice.

Return to your painting and create a 
new transparent layer, inserting it 
between the original photo and the 
painted layer* Using the Pattern Stamp 
brush, paint the new layer with the caru 
vas variation, whidi should now be 
available from the Options bar’s l^attern 
pull-down menu. 

Wlien you're done, set the topmost 
pahUt^ layer's blending mode to Multi¬ 
ply. Voiial llie painting now takes on 
the texture of canvas (Ne'e ■‘Pattern 
Stamp Lighthouse"). O

O ver the past ten years, GPS 

lechiiologj' has gthiie f rom the 
military to the mainstream. 

It's now a fixture in cars, many folks 
carry' portable GE*S units with them 
on outdoor adveiilures. and we're no 
longer wowed by the fact that you can 
precisely determine your locatio-n 
almost atiyrtvhere in dte ^vorld. 

One other thing you can do witlt GPS 
still isn't common yet—and h should 
he: connecting a GPS unit to your Mac, 
In the past* the lack of Mac software 
made that a cumbefsoine process. It's a 
lot easier these days. 

Finding the Hardware 

GPS receivers calculate exact locations 
by interpreting signals sent by a cob 
lection of satellites. They come in a 
variety of forms—the most common 
are handheld devices with their own 
screens and interfaces; they also often 
have serial or USB ports so you can 
connea them to your Mac. Currently, 
Garm ill ^www.gar min .corn) and Magel¬ 
lan (wmv.magcftargps.com) are the 
most popular brands. Handheld units 
have the advantage of flexibility: they 
work with your Mac. but you can also 
stick them in your pocket or set them 
on the dashboard of your can 
If you're thinking of a handheld, 
you shmdd consider a few things 
while shopping: 

Screen Brightness Make sure that 
the screen is visible in bright daylight, 
because you'll likely use it often in your 
car or in the great outdoors. Some GPS 
de\ices haw color screens: others have 
black-and-white displays. A color screen 
is definitely easier to read, but you'll 
pay more for it. 

Ports Most models these days have 
USB ports and ship with a standard 
USB cable for connection to a Mac. But 


there are still a fe^v popular models that 
have serial ports: you can connect a 
serial model to ymir Mac with the help 
of a Key^span USB High Speed Serial 
Ada pter ($40: macworld.com/aSgy). 
(Some software won't work with serial 
G PS receivers. If you have a USE-hased 
Mac. you'll be better served by a USB- 
equipped GPS rt^^eiver) 

Bl uetooth .A v\i rel ess i nte rface can 
be especially useful if you plan to tise a 
GPS unit in your car, where you don't 
w^ant to hassle with cables. You pair a 
Bluetooth GPS device with your Mac 
just as you would pair a cell phone or a 
Bluetooth keyboard, 

Rad io St rengcft a nd WAAS Pricier 
GPS units often have stronger receiv- 
ers. which w'ill perform better w'licn 
your view of the sky is restricted. If 
you spend a lot of rime navigating 
around skyscrapers:, or in deep 
canyons or thick forests, you may 
want to spend the extra money. If 
you'll be using your GPS unit in 
North America, one that's compatible 
with the Wide Area Augmentation 


System (WA,AS) will be slightly more 
accurate than one that isn't* 

Maps You can download map data to 
many GPS units. If you plan to use your 
device for navigation w^hen you'nt* away 
from your Mac, being able to download 
detailed maps is essential. You might 
also want to gel a model that provides 
expandable nK'niory cards, so you can 
carry larger maps: memoiy' cards con¬ 
taining map sets are available, too. 

Interface and Options Make sure 
your GPS's interface makes sense to 
you. If you will be using your GPS 
while driving, a model that provides 
route planning and on-the-fly direc¬ 
tions is your best bet. If you'll be using 
your GPS primarily outdoors, look for 
one that's water resistant. 

If you know for certain that you'll 
always have your Mac handy when you 
need GPS data, then you might want 
to go with a device that's designed 
solely to connect to your computer, 
sucli as the MightyGPS Apple GPS 
(Sioo: www.mighlygps.ccnn). Such 
units have no screen or user interface 
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of their own, so the>' ofler better baltcw 
lifetlion all-piirpcKSchandheltJis. I’hoy'rc 
also iLSitally If ss? expensive titan models 
with their own screens. Some of diese 
units communicate wirelessly with 
your Mac via Bluetootli. Before yon 
cunuiiit to one, you'll need to he sure 
that the GBS solhvare yoLi're using 
works w ith wireless connections. 

Configuring tho Software 

0 ]ice you've got your GPS hardware, 
you'll need software that will configure 
it and import its data to your Mac 
Sadly; tnost GI^S vendors do nol cur' 
reiiftly offer Mac s[jftw^ire+ But there are 
a CO LI pie of ways to gel around this. 

If you bive an Intel Mac, yon should 
have no problem using Parallels Desktop 
□r Boot Camp to run Windows-based 
GPS applications.. If that doesn't work 
for you, there are a nomlk^r of applica¬ 
tions that let your GPS and your Mat 
talk to each other. MacGPS Pro (S50: 
wvWii.macgpspro.comJ and GPSy |S6o; 
wmv.ppsy..coni) are both eompatihle with 
dozens of GPS units (check the Web 
sites for compatibility' lists first). And 
the applications you're using may have 
built-in support for GPS hardware.

Ftir this ty pe of detail, you not'd to 
Invest in additional maps, which you 
then download to the GPS unit.

C hances are you already know 
about Google Earth jtlMn 
macworld,com,/2379}: ifs the 
program that fets you zoom in on 
almoiitany spot cm the planets with a 
remarkable level oJ'detaih ilLit it can do 
a lot more than simply let you see W'hat 
yoijr house looks like from space. 

Becaubie it's a Google product 
Google Earth is integrated witli other 
Google products and services. One of 
the coolest things you can do with that 
integration is build a yD model of your 
own house in SketchUp, Google's J-D 
design took and place it in a Google 
Earth map; you can then share that 
map with other people via e-maih 
Here's how. 

Building a Home 

If you don't have a copy of Google Earth 
vein you can download it for Free from 
earth,googlo.com. Once you've installed 
it. go to Google Earth; Prelerences: 3D 
View^ then make sure that the Elevation 
Exaggeration setting i-s and that the 
Detail Area setting is Medium or Large, 
That done, ioom in on your property 
by taping your street address into the 
search field. Zoom in as close as you 
can: make sure that you have a clear 
view of your land, and that the view fills 
the Google Earth window comfortably. 
Using the attitude-adjustment tool in 
the upper right corner of the image, 
adjust the view of your lioiise to be as 
perfectly vertical as possible. 

Now swlteli to SketchUp. (If you 
haven't already, you can dowiiload it 
from skGLduip.googie.com.) If you didn't 
nm the basic tutorial that opens when 
you first launch the program, you 
should — the program takes some get¬ 
ting used to. The basic idea is that yoLi 
build j-D models by stretching and 
pulling on simple a-D shapes. Draw a 


square, for e.xample, then grab its center 
and pull it up into a cube. Using that 
technique, you can [with a little prac¬ 
tice) build almost any shape. 

Assuming you've developed some 
faniiliarit)' with SketchUp. open a new 
model, and then select Tools: Google 
Earth: Get Current View, SketchUp 
will import a black-and-white copy of 
wliat Google Earth is currently display¬ 
ing. This black-and-white image will 
serve as the template for the model of 
your home. 

Use the Line or Rectangle tool to 
draw- an outline that matches the out¬ 
line of your house on the ground. You 
can then use the Push/Pull tool to drag 
the outline upward, turning it into a 
|-D box. From tlicrc, you can subtract 
and expand tlie surfaces of your rough 
model until it confonns to tire contours 
of your house. 


The more you work with Sketch Up's 
tools, the Faster all this will get, (If you 
experience odd on-screen artifacts as 
you draw, gtj to Preferences: Open GL 
and turn offthe Use Hardware Acceler¬ 
ation option.) Once your outline is 
done, you can add details, exteriors, tex¬ 
tures, and materials. Ifyou find your¬ 
self struggling to get your model right 
{or you just don't have time), try down¬ 
loading a ready-made design from the 
Google 3D Warehouse (&kGtchup.goog(G 
.CO m/id ware house), TheR^ you'll find 
everyth]]ig from simple homes to elabo¬ 
rate skyscrapers. You can then edit that 
model to your liking. 

You Are Here 

When you're happy with your model, 
it's time to place it on a map. In 
SketchUp, select Tools: Google Eartli: 
Place Model. You should be automati- 
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ca]ly switdied to Google Eardi, which 
slioiilcJ be displaying your model in ihc 
right plaor. If the model is oriented the 
wrong return to Sketch Up and use 
the Rotate tool to get it facing the riglu 
clirc'crion: again, you can use the origh 
nal image you importcii from Google 
Eartli as yoLir guide. 

Once >ioiir model has been imported 
into Google Eardi, you shoLild see it listed 
in tile l^laces section of the sidebar, in the 
Temporar)’ Places stibcategorv' Right- 
dick on \bi name to make changes. In 
partiaibn the Get I nfo option will sum^ 
mon a dialog box svhere you cati edit the 
modern name and description: Save lb 
My Places moves the model I'roin the 
Temporaiy' Places sulxategory to >T3ur 
permanent Places list, so you can easily 
return to it another time. 

Open House 

Your model tiow exists tti two places: 
llie original model is in SketdiUp. 
and the newly placed copy of it is in 
Google Earth. Yon can export and share 
either one. 

To export the model from Sketch Up. 
choose File: Export: 5D Mtidel, This 
will generate a .ktin;: file thaf s compat¬ 
ible with Google Earth; you can send 


this file to whomc^'cr you wish. As 
long as recipients have Google Earth, 
they'll bt able to double’dick on the 
.kmz file to bunch Google Earth and 
Zoom right in on yoitr iiiodeL correctly 
placed on a map. To export the model 
from Google Earth, select File: Save: 
Save Place As, and then save it as a 
.krnz file. 

Another cool way to share models 
is via the Google Earth Comnumity' 
Layer. I here's a tfiriving online com¬ 
munity of I'D-model builders who 
add their digital comtrutlbns to 
Google's database. Models shared here 
will appear automatically for all GtHjgle 
Earth users who enable this layer. 'Jb 
add one ol'your models {say. of a 
public landmark or another notable 
bviildiiig). right-dick (or control-click} 
on it in the Places panel and select 
Sfiare/Post. This will open p posting 
wizard in your brfnvser. Be stire to read 
the terms and conditions, and ahvays 
use the search hincticni first to make 
sure you’re not duplicating a model 
someone else has already made. G 3

Transform Smart Playlists into 

Regular Playlists 

If youVe used iTunes’ Smart Play list 
feature, you know that you can some¬ 
times get very' interesting results From 
it. Say you have created a smart play¬ 
list (File; New Smart Playlist) that 
chcH>5e.s songs that are in the l_atiu 
Dance genre and that you haven't 
played more than two times. You've 
also chosen the Limit It To 2^ Items 
Selected By Random option, as well as 
the Live Updating option, which con¬ 
tinually updates the playlist. If one 
particular zj-song selection happens 
to be the perfect soundtrack for your 
weekly salsa-dancing practice, you 
could vvell lose itwnth the next live 
update. But you don't have to—ifyou 
know a Few tricks. 

There are two ways to create a stan¬ 
dard playlist from the contents oFa 


smart playlist. The first is to open the 
smart playlist, select all the songs, and 
then drag them to an empty' area in 
the leftmost column in n'lme.s, A new 
imtitled playlist containing all the 
tracks will appear. 

The second way is to drag the smart 
playlist from its present location and 
drop it on the Playlists header. The 
header won't be momentarily high¬ 
lighted. bitt a new standard playlist 
with the same name as the dropped 
smart playlist wnll appear at the bottom 
oFyour list of playlists. ['This doesn't 
work if the smart playlist is in a folder 
however, you can move it out of the 
folder drag and drop it 03 i the l^laylists 
header, and then move it back to the 
folder when you're done.)

Have you eve r h ad to c reat e a la rge seri es of Fo Iders, perhaps 
fo r a new project, for a new ctient, or jus t as part of organ izing 
your massive and disorganized hard drive? It’s a cinch to create 
a single folder in the Finder: just press JS-shift'N. But if you’ve 
got 20 or 30 folders to nia ke, the process can get t edious. Ter- 
minal{/Appli£ation^Utilities} can make things a bt easier. 

Make a Folder In Terminal, thecommand mkdlrcreates 
new df'recrorj'es—in other words, folders. For instance, the command nkdir '"My 
Folder’' creates a new Folde r named My Folder i n the c u rrent di rec lory.

Tliat isn’t too surprising, as that’s the 
normal Safari behavior for .^-clicking on 
a link {if you’ve enabled tabbed timows- 
ing in Safari's preFereiicesj, What is sur¬ 
prising is tliat the link opens in a tab in 
thejhrtgfojind window, leaving the back' 
ground window right W’here it is. That 
messes things up if you're trying to keep 
your sites separate—for Instance* all 
Google Search results in one windovv 
and all Wikipt'dia pages in the other. 

Although you can’t get that link to 
open in a new tab in the background 
windijw, you can make it open in that 
window’s oirront tali—doing so just 
requires a bit of mouse gyninaslics.

QuickTime Movie-Resizing Tricks 

When viewing a movie in QuickTime 
Player, you might have used the View- 
menu to change the size of the play* 
back window. You tan choose between 
Half Size (lS-0), Actual Size j^-i), 
Double Size jK-aj, Fit To Screen 
and—if you've upgraded to the Pro 
version of QuickTime—Full Screen 
(M-F}. However, QuickTime otFers two 
other, somewhat hidden, ways for you 
to resize your movies. 

If you hold down llie option key and 
drag on the win clow-resizing triangle at 
the lower right corner of the window, 
QuickTime vs ill resize die movie only to 
tliose resolutions that it tan display 
most smoodily. Depending on the size 
of your monitor, this may give you 


more viewing options than the four 
provided by the View menu. 

The other method of resizing is to 
use the shift key while resizing the 
movie. When you hold the shift key 
down, QuickTime removes all con¬ 
straints on the size of the movie. This 
can actually be useful^—if you receive a 
clip that seems to have the incorrect 
aspect ratio, you can use this trick to 
set it to something more realistic. Of 
course, you can also distort clips for 
the sheer flin of it. After you're fin¬ 
ished, simply press 3 €-i, and your clip 
will return to its default size and

The New Frontier 

Mac OS X is a mature technology; the iPhone is anything but. 


nyotiL' hoping thpt Sieves |ul>!^ 
woultl make some sort of 
bom bshetl a ntioii ncemen t 
dtirini^ his keynote at the 2007 World¬ 
wide Developers Conferentc cpiiie 
away disappointed. 

'Ilie news about the iipcumin^ Mae 
OS X (Leopard) was mostly a refine¬ 
ment and elartficatiem of what Apple 
outlined last Atigustat WWDC 
Tlie new things Jobs did am ion nee— 
the transUiteiit iiietni bar; the Dock's 
pseitdo-^D trayi the rcviiied^ ri'mies- 
like hinder: and the consistent sys¬ 
temwide louk-and-feel of windows— 
were mostly cosmetic^ 

But this isn't necessarily bad. The 
relatively Iow^ number uf significant 
changes to Leopard Since WWDC 
2006 is^ more than anything else, a 
sign of OS X's maturity. 

Solitary Refinements 

Krorn the late tyKos until the release of 
OS X. Mac users obsessively speculated 
about the next Mac OSh Pink, Tali gent. 
Copland. Gershwin—the list of next- 
generation Apple operating systems 
that never came to fruit ion is long. 
Users wanted something new, some¬ 
thing that would be as big a leap from 
the theii'current operating sx'stein as 
the original Mac was from the Apple II, 
When Apple transitioned From OS y to 
OS X. we finally got it. 

The initial major releases of OS X 
were exciting because the early ver¬ 
sions had such gaping holes and seri¬ 
ous performance daws. The only 
reason it was possible for Apple to 
Improve OS X so much between 10.0 
and 10.4 ivas that there was so much 
room for improvement. 

I'm not arguing that there's iro 
room left. It's just that OS X 10.4 is 
so hindamentally good that future 
upgrades are likely to be on the scale 
of small rchncmciits. 

Apple’s long-term strategy for desk¬ 
top computing seems to be refining 
OS X, not replacing it. 


'ntis liistun' is analogous to that of the 
automobile indusiryi In iLs early yean?, 
tlie state of tlie art advanced at a remark¬ 
able clip. Today, new cars come out each 
year, htit with iinall refinements. Ihose 
changes add up; a ly yj car (even in 
mint condition) is clearly di.stinguish- 
able from a 2007 rnodiT But a 2005 and 
a 200S? Not so rnuch/niat's pretty' 
much where we are with OS X. Tiger i.s 
the 2005 model; Leopard is the 200S. 

The 3..5-lncti Revolution 

With the iPhone, on the other hand. 
Apple is heading into uncharted terri¬ 
tory'. ilie fundamental elements of the 
Mac interface are overlapping windows, 
the menu bar, and the mouse pointer; 
the iPhone has itenc of these. Every' Mac 
evc^r sold has had both a keylxiard and a 
pointing device providing single-pixel 
precision: the iPhone has no physical 
keyboard, and vvliile using your finger 
h conveiiienlf itJs larless precise than 
using a mouse, trackpad, or stylus. 

The iPhone’s 3.5- 
inch screen is now 
the biggest frontier 
in int^ace design. 



Toaccunimodate dii^ lack of preci¬ 
sion, the iPhone provides much bigger 
on-screen targeLs than any Mac, on a 
smaller screen. As die size of desktop 
displays has increased, the Mac user

Currently, Apple's only statement 
about third-part)^ software development 
for the iPhone has been that the iPhone 
vvill run Web applications tbrough its 
built-in Safari browser, Thai's a great Fea¬ 
ture for such a tiny device — no argument 
there. But a Web page inside a browiser Is 
no more a venue fora real iPhone app 
than it would fora real Mac app. 

Even if Apple privately plans to allow 
the development of third-party' i Phone 
software in the futuR"—with an iPhone 
variation of Cocoa, Dash iward-like wid¬ 
gets. or botb^—the company won't say 
anv=lhing until those plan.s are ready, 
“Undei promise and overdeliver'' is a 
strategy' that has served Apple well in 
recent years. 

Hi ere has been some speculation 
that Apple might bring iPhone innova¬ 
tions. such as the multitouch screen 
interface, to the Mac. Anything is pos¬ 
sible, but I think that multitouch Mac 
displays are unlikely and would be 
unwise. And the simple truth is that OS 
X doesn't net'd an interface rev'olution.
